N ew Y ork, May 10.—The Malory line 
*t*am«hip L* na, bound from this port 
for Galveston, which left here Saturday, 
put batik, arriving at her dock last night 
almost completely destroyed by fire. 
The fire made such rapid headway that 
before the passengers in the steerage 
could be awakened 18 of them were 
suffocated and died. 
The horror of the story can hardly be 
told. 
ThfHie who are d*ad were below 
decks, and although frantic efforts were 
made by the officers of the vessel to 
save them, the fir* had gain**d such ter 
rific headway before the danger was dis 
covered that all eerape was cut off. The 
steamer carried in her cargo many bales 
of cotton. 
It is not certain how the fire 
originated, but when it was discovered 
it burst forth with snch fury that it was 
impossible to reach the steerage. 
Even 
then the steerage passengers apparently 
were unmindful of the danger, else the 
Smoke and flames had not reached them. 
Th* «alo*>n passengers were first aroused, 
and in such a manner iis to occasion 
little alarm. 
When it became apparent 
that the fire had cut off the steerage the 
captain and hi* men poured great quan­ 
tities of water down the ventilator, and 
the moat frantic efforts were, made for 
the »-«cape of thoee penned up.

The porte is inclined to support the 
powers w ith a view to facilitation of 
negotiations, but it declines to consent 
to an arm istice, on the ground tluit this 
would enable Greece to reorganize her 
forces. 
As a m atter of fact T urkey continue* 
to send troops from 8a 1*mica hom eward, 
and it is probable th a t Osman Pasha has 
returned to Constantinople from Sa- 
lonica. 
In view of both facts it m ay be 
assumed th at nothing serious is ex­ 
pected, but the continuance of a state of 
w ar is regarded as the very best m eans 
of hastening the efforts of diplomacy. 
W ithout doubt hopes have been raist-d 
in Turkey that the O ttom an governm ent 
m ight annex Thessaly and restore the 
old frontier of 1881, but the sultan is 
not inclined to risk such a step.
